Bottle bill bonus 


State officials have discoyered that there is a surplus of 
funds from deposit containers not being returned. The bot 
ters, never fond of the bottle bill, are now upset by the state's 
proposal] to take the money away. especially after they have 
had to pay income tax on it 

The controversy provides a good opportunity to examine 
the effects of the bottle bil 

One good feature of the law is that people do go around, 
picking up cans and bottles One bad aspect is that some of 
these people dump rubbish {rom roadside barrels, looking for 
deposit containers 

Many containers, for one reason or another, are not return: 
ed. Since retailers are only required to accept undamaged 
containers, broken bottles or dented cans become rubbish 
and part of the bottlers’ windfall, Surprisingly enough, there 
are also some people who consider the bother of returning the 
container to be not worth the nickle or dime, And then, there 
are the oddball brands. such as those produced by a small 
local bottler. Before you can return these bottles, you have to 
remember where you bought them. Many people would agree 
that returning bottles ts a pain in the neck, first class 

If the bottle law is to be changed, it should provide a stiff 
penalty for anyone dumping a barrel in search of deposit con 
tainers. [It should require that any money the state takes in 

. from surplus deposits be used for roadside cleanup efforts 

One other possible change could be to provide for the 
return of flattened cans, as long as the deposit stamp is legi 
ble iluable space for the storekeeper. It 
would also further reduce litter, since flattened cans are now 
left at the roadside.

The application deadline for the position of Wilmington 
High School principal has passed. There are approximately 
45 educators seeking the position. Candidates applying from 
last year’s finalists include David Sweeny, Foxboro High 
School, Joseph Connelly, North Intermediate School; and 
Richard DeRosa, the current acting principal at Wilmington 
High School 

he process of selecting the right man for the job is a dif 
ficult one for both the superintendent and the Wilmington 
School Committee. The first step in the procedure is an inter. 
view with the central administration. At this time, the per 
sonal attributes, academic qualifications and general at 
titude of the candidate are assessed 

If the applicant has the needed qualities to pass this stage, 
the superintendent sets up appointments for on-site visita 
tions. The visits give the school committee and the central of 
fice the opporttinity to observe the candidate functioning in 
his current position. Usually, while at the applicant's place of 
employment, questions are asked regarding his strengths 
und weaknesses as an administrator. 

‘The applicant's next step is to be selected as a finalist by 
the superintendent. All finalists are given a public interview 
by the Wilmington School Committee. The school committee, 
a body elected by the community. directs its questions from 
both aneducational and a civic point of view 

After the finalist have been interviewed and observed, the 
superintendent selects a candidate for her personal recom- 
mendation. By state law, only the school committee ahs the 
power to hire school department personnel. The superinten 
dent's recommendation is examined by the committee and 
either approved or disapproved. If there are three rejections 
of the same candidate, the superintendent is mandated by 
law to recommend another candidate 

Conversely, the school committee cannot hire any person- 
nel who do not have the recommendation of the superinten- 
dent. Chapter 70 of the M General Laws acts as a check 


and balance system so that only the candidate that both the 
school committee and the superintendent agree can best 
meet the needs of the system is placed in the position. 


The selection of a high school principal is one of the most 
important decisions made by a school committee. it is, as 
well, a difficult decision. Above all else, the main goal is, ob: 
viously, to hire the person who is the best for our system

The Wilmington Police 
Department is distributing the 
‘Lifesaver Emergency Alert 
card.” The card, virtually in 
destructible, is designed to be 
worn in a person's shoe. 

The card is intended to 
identify a child, an elderly 
person, a jogger or other person 
who might not carry iden 
tification. It would help locate 
parents or relatives in case of an 
emergency, provide medical 
information, locate the family 
physician, and provide parental 
consent for a doctar to do what is 
necessary to insure the safety of 
a child, if parents cannot be 
located.

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At Wilmington High School 


‘A mock drunk trial’

A case was tried in Wilmington 
District Court last week that left 
the jury, defendant, and court 
spectators in a different frame of 
mind about thei upcoming school 
proms 6 

In the case, The‘ Com- 
monwealth vs, James Bradshaw, 
a high school student was found 
guilty of driving under the in- 
fluence and was sentenced to 
three months in the House of 
Correction, with 15 days to be 
served 

Spectators watched as~ the 
sandy-haired defendant then had 
his license revoked, was hand- 
cuffed and led out of the cour- 
troom. 

But unlike a real trial, the judge 
stood up at the end and asked the 
spectators if they had any * 
questions about what they'd just 
witnessed 

Last week's trial at 
“Wilmington District Court" was 
actually a mock trial, presented 


at Wilmington High School to give 
students a firsthand opportunity 


to witness the legal consequences 
of driving drunk 

The judge addressed the 
gymnasium overflowing with 
students: “The Chief Justice sent 
me in here with an assignment 
today,” Justice Frederick Gilgun 
said. “However often you do it, it 
still isn’t easy when you do it.."” 

He continued, “But to you, the 
students....you're .the ones who 
should be commended for your 
performance today. Your conduct 
here today is a credit to the school 
and a credit to the town.” 

The idea for the trial originated 
in the minds of two Wilmington 
Policemen, Safety Officer Robert 
Shelley and Juvenile Officer 
Robert Spencer. 

Although the Wilmington Police 
Department has been involved in 
several programs with the high 
school, they saw the mock trial as 
something different 

“We thought to do something 
like this for the student body of 
Wilmington High because of prom 


time, Officer Shelley said 
“Also, it's in conjunction with 
their graduation that's coming 


up," he added 

“We got the sanction to do this 
first from our Chief of Police,” 
Shelley said. The next step, he 
said, was bringing the idea before 
the School Committee. 

Shelley said the result was a 
unanimous decision to do the 
mock trial 

But it didn’t stop there. Once 
Boston Cable heard about the 
trial, the scope of the project 
broadened. 

The result was that the trial 
that took place is just a segme! 
of a program that will show the 
whole story of Bradshaw's case, 
from his leaving school, to 
drinking with his friends, to his 

st and trial 

The program will be aired on 
Boston Cable's Local Origination 
Channel, 6, on two dates, May 17 
and 23 at 8 p.m. And it’s no 
coincidence the dates coincide 
with the dates of the high school's 
junior and senior proms. 

“What was done here was to 
impress on kids what can happen 
when you drive and drink,” 
Stephen Kostant, program

manager for Boston Cable said. 

All of the participants, except 
for the defendant and the jury 
the part of James Bradshaw was 
played by student Frank Carta) 
acted out roles of the jobs they 
hold in real life 

Judge Gilgun, who presided 
over the trial is from 
Marlborough District Court; Mr 
James Henchey, an attorney 
from Woburn, acted as the 
Defense Counsel Assistant 
District Attorney Anthony Pelusi, 
Jr. from the Middlesex County 
District Attorney's Office 
prosecuted the case for the 
Commonwealth; Paul Burke 
from the Woburn District Court 
played the part of the Clerk 
Magistrate; and Daniel 
Harrington from the Probation 
department of the Woburn 
District Court served as the 
probation officer. 

Wilmington Police Officers 
Shelley and Spencer served as 
court officers; Officer William 
Gable testified as the arresting 
officer; and Lt. Robert LaRivee 
testified as the Officer in Charge 
of the police station and ad- 
minister of the Breathalyzer test.

was guilty 

After the trial, some of the 
jurors related how some 
testimony presented by Brad- 
shaw's defense almost’ swayed 
some of them in the other 
direction. 

But the students said they felt 
good about the fact that the 
evidence challenged them in 
reaching a verdict 

“If someone got killed, that 
would have been too obvious,” 
Kathleen Howard, a junior at 
Wilmington High and a member 
of the jury said. 

“With a kid getting convicted, 
we'll think about it more. He was 
aclean cut kid."

On a serious note, | was, to be 
honest, surprised by the results of 
the recent survey on the state of 
health of Americans, com- 
missioned by Prevention 
Magazine and conducted by Louis 
Harris, which revealed that more 
than two-thirds of us aren't 
smoking; roughly the same 
number of us aren't driving after 
we've been drinking alcohol; and 
at least half of us are trying to 
regulate our intake of sugar and 
sodium 

Frankly, as I've already said, 
I'm surprised. You get the im- 
pression from all the cigarette 
ads, liquor establishments and 
fast-food chains around town that 
we Americans are slowly self 
destructing ourselves into an 
oblivion of poor health, I tend to 
agree with at least the part of the 
survey jthat indicates that our 
liquor consumption is down 
According to statistics released 
by the liquor industry itself, the 
sale of hard liquor and liquers 
was down | percent last year for 
the third straight year, and the 
trend seems to be continuing 

The biggest reason for the 
decline in drinking,” noted the 
manager of a local drinking 
establishment and restaurant 
over a recent dinner, the 
national crackdown on drunk 
driving. People are still going out 
on the town, but they're not over: 
indulging as much. They know 
that if they're ht ‘driving 
under the influence, it’s going to 
cost them their driver's license, a 
lot of money and maybe their 


job.” 

The liquor industry's own 
numbers support this bar 
manager sment: year 


the sale of bourbon was down 6.1 
percent, and blended whiskey 
was down 8.4 percent. In the last 
ten years, blended whiskey has 
gone from 31 percent of all liquor 
Sold to 8 percent of the total sales. 
On the other hand, the use of 
drugs is on the increase again, 


Although the Harris survey did 
not include this as a factor in the 
way Americans are watching — 
or not watching — their health, 
drug use definitely has an impact 
on the way we feel. The National 
Institute of Drug Abuse notes that 
an estimated 4.2 million 
Americans use cocaine regularly, 
and that 800,000 use it five to 
twenty times a month 

Moving on to other bits and 
pieces: Cable tv, if you haven't 
already heard, is once again 
creating a lot of controversy in 
many big cities across the 
country. This time the squabbling 
isn't between cable companies 
looking to take hold of lucrative 
markets; it's between the cable 
companies that already have 
made their way into those 
markets and city fathers. Some 
cable companies are discovering 
that they may have made too 
many promises in order to get 
contracts to wire cities and now 
want to cut back on the number of 
channels, put off or completely 
ditch two-way features such as 
home shopping and banking, 
eliminate or reduce free service 
to municipal and public in 
stitutions and increase rates. This 
could also spell trouble for 
thousands of local access chan- 
nels, One cable company, Warner 
Amex, claims it lost nearly $100 
million last year due to ex- 
pectations that fell far short of 
what they originally thought they 
were capable of accomplishing 

Networking | televiston isn’t 
completely free of controversy 
either, James C. McKinney, chief 
of the FCC Mass. Media 
Bureau, spoke before the 
National Association of Broad: 
casters recently on viewers’ 
complaints about overloud tv 
commercials. Up till now, he said, 
claims were being made that
